He intimated that a price 
could not be fixed until the United 
States congress passed co-operative 
legislation, He expected that this 
would be done within a fortnight, 


Pretty Sum Price 


IF’. B, Carvell said flour at the pres- 
ent time is selling on the basis of $3 
wheat and it is ultogether likely that 
the millers have not paid more than 
$1.50 per bushel for the wheat from 
which,;the flour was made. There 
ought to be some relation between the 
cost of wheat and flour, he said. At 
the present time he said it was almost 
impossible for poor people to buy 
bread at existing prices. While not 
finding fault he considered that $2.40 
was a pretty stiff price for wheat. 

J. G. Turriff said he understood that 
this was a maximum price The 
western farmers, he said, were pre- 
ymared to be reasonable.

Nicholas And Family And Former 
Ministers Have Trying Time 
During Revolt.

PETROGRAD, July 22.—Ministers 
in office before the revolution who are 
now imprisoned in the fortress of St, 
Peter and St. Paul had a trying experl- 
ence last week at the time of the oc- 
cupation of the fortress by Radical 
Bolsheviki and Kronstadt sailors, an 
element of whom insisted on immedi- 
ate removal of the prisoners to Kron- 
stadt. When the fortress was surren- 
dered Former Premier Sturmer had 
succumbed to the strain and was un- 
conscious, the Bourse Gazette reports, 
Mme. Soukhomlinoff, wife of the for- 
mer minister of war, is said to have 
pleaded with her guards to furnish her 
some means of committing suicide, 
fearing she would be lynched, Efforts 
to remove the prisoners to Kronstadt 
were resisted by the guards. The ear- 
ly. surrender of the fortress dountiess 
prevented fulfNtment of the desigh. 

The former Imperial family also 
was greatly alarmed by fragmentary 
reports which reached it in the Alex- 
androvsky Palace at Tzarkoye-Selo, 
and the request of the former emperor 
for a conference with the Tzarkoye- 
Selo representative of the council of 
workmen's and soldiers’ delegates was 
refused, as also was his plea that the 
family be transferred to some other 
place.

CANADIANS 
BRING BACK 
~ 60 PRISONERS 


Further Details Of The Successful 
Little Enterprise Near 
Lens. 


LONDON, July 23. (via Reuter's Ot- 
tawa Agency).——Reuter’s correspond- 
ent at headqaurters in France tele- 
graphed this afternoon as follows: 

“In the small hours of this morn- 
ing Canadian troops carried out a very 
successful little enterprise near Lens. 
Following a very heavy bombardment 
strong raiding parties went across on 
a front of 700 yards, They carried 
their first point without much opposi- 
toin, but when they went forward 
again across the rubble and scatered 
brick fields they encouptered consid- 
erable opposition, 

“Notwithstanding this they succeed- 
ed in reaching the high embankment 
of the Avion-Mericourt railway and 
proceeded to attack the dugouts with 
which it was found to be  honéy- 
combed The onemy refused to sur- 
render at first, and the Canadians 
bombed them heavily, doubtless in- 
flicting severe losses. 

“Having penetrated to a depth of 
about 500 yards, the attackers came 
back, bringing forty unwounded and 
twenty wounded prisoners. From 
the statements of these it was learned 
their division only arrived from the 
Russian front a day or two before, 
They had not been in their new posi- 
tions many hours before they were 
driven to cover by the drum fire of our 
batteries, 

“As the Germans had been einploy- 
ing gas shells during the afternoon, 
the Canadians went over in the gas 
masks, They established a few posts 
but the little garrisons of these had 
orders to fall back if heavy counter 
attacks developed, 

“About 4:30 o'clock this morning 
the enemy put down a heavy barrage, 
so the Canadians retired vpon their 
front trenches, 
raid which must have cost the Huns 
some hundreds of men a: a price in 
casualties less than the number of 
prisoners taken,"

With Vegetation So Dry

Great Conflagration In

NELSON, B. C., July 238,—With 
much of the vegetation in the woods 
as dry as tinder, forest fires spread 
at an alarming rate on Sunday and 
Saturday. In two cases, on Sproule 
Creek and in the Trail district, men 
fighting ‘the fires were caught ir 
tight corners and had narrow escapee 
from perishing in the mes, In the 
Trail district, the fire,"which jumpe: 
the Columbia river on Sunday and 
menaced the city of Trail, setting some 
houses ablaze, ran at the rate of two 
miles an ‘hour, Winds all through the 
district fanned the flames and vir- 
tually every fire is reported tonight 
to have got out of hani, Only rain 
can stop them. There has been none 
since June 24, 

Circled by Fire, ° 

Doukhobors, who were employed as 
(ire fighters in the Trail district, were 
surrounded by fire and had difficulty 
in getting out. At Sproule Creek a 
number of men were caught in muc! 
the same way and had to wait until 
night before they could make thi: 
way back to safety. So rapidly did 
the Sproule Creek fire spread that the 
crew had to give up any hope of pre- 
venting the outbreak from spreading 
up the mountains and was compelled 
to direct its own whole efforts to 
keeping the flames from creeping 
downward toward the Kootenay river, 
Great volumes of smoke appeared in 
the sky like clouds tinted by the red 
flame below. 

A great fire is raging in the state of 
Washington. Fought by 200 men it 
was out of hand Sunday and traveling 
toward Patterson, B.C,, near the inter- 
national boundary, 

Trail was reported today to be safe, 
the blaze having been driven back, 
but it is still raging around the city, 
according to word from there at mid- 
night, but gradually spreading away 
from it. 

The fire on the Duncan river in the 
Lardo district.has got out of control 
and is eating into a big stand of cedar, 
Fires in the Arrow Lakes district, 
‘which last week were reported under 
control, are out of hand also and 
spreading’ In’ the vicinity “of Arrow 
Park, East Demars and Whatshan 
Lake. 

Another Blaze 

Fruitvale, on the Great Northern 
railway south of Nelson, is the scene 
of another blaze. It broke out Sunday 
evening and men were sent from Sal- 
mo last night to fight it. Four fires 
were put out by a Great Northern 
train crew on its way into Nelson on 
Sunday. The fires had started along 
the track. 

Another new fire is at Evans Creek, 
near Slocan city, in timber owned by 
Q. 8, Deschamps. Several hundred 
men are fighting fres in the district 
as a whole,

STRONG OPPOSITION 
TO CORN MEASURE 


Fixes Price Of Grain; 
Wages Of’ Farm 
_ Labor. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, July 23.—A _ threatened 
general election was again averted 
when the house of commons tonight 
by a 3 to 1 vote defeated the Wardle 
amendment to the Corn Production 
bill, which the ministers had = an- 
nounced their intention to treat as a 
vote of confidence, 

This was a most critical amend- 
ment to the bill, and the government 
victory is regarded as insuring the 
safe passage of the measure, despite 
the fact it is heartily disliked by a 
large section of parliamentarians and 
public, 

The strong sentiment against hav- 
ing a general election during the war, 
however, predominated over the op- 
position to the bill and shows that tho 
government playea a strong hand 
when it decided to treat the vote as 
one of confidence. 

Today's debate gave evidence of un- 
abated dislike to the measure. Walter 
Runciman and others strongly de- 
nounced the twenty-five shillings min- 
imum wage as miserably inadequate. 
Mr. Runicman reminded the house 
that soldiers, now getting three good 
meat meals daily, would not be satis- 
fied on returning to the scanty, almost 
meatless fare, procurable on such @ 
wage. They would desert to the towns 
and leave the farmers in the lurch, 
This was a great danger to agricul- 
ture. 

The government's position, as ex- 
plained by Sir Frederick Smith, the 
attorney general, was that the govern- 
ment was being punished for fixing 
a minimum which would prevent the 
farm laborers from being exptotted 
and that there was nothing in the 
bill to prevent the wage boards from 
giving a higher wage where it was 
justified. 

A number of tne members, while 
maintaining their opposition to the 
bill, announced that they would sup- 
port the government rathgr than risk

IN EDMONTON

Visitors From Oalgary And 
Other Points Here For 


Gathering. 


The third anniversary of the organi- 
zation of the Chinese National League 
of Edmonton was held at their offices, 
Rice Street, on Sunday. The proceed- 
ings opened at 2:30 o'clock and about 
two hundred members ywere present. 

The following delegates attended 
from different parts “of the province: 
F. T. Chong, Calgary; W. W. Yeeton. 
Hardisty; W. Y. Wo, Lethbridge; D. 
Fong, Stettler; lL. Long, Lacombe, 

Telegrams and letters were received 
from the principal citles of Canada 
and the Western States, all congratu- 
lating the League on its work. 

Speeches were delivered by various 
members of the League explaining its 
objects and reviewing the year's work. 

The constitution of the league was 
pointed out and Its objects were enum- 
erated as follows: 

1. To maintain the unity of Chinese 
politics, 

2. To expand local self government. 

%. To secure the assimilation of the 
race, 

4. To adopt the best policy of soctal- 
(arn. 

6. To maintain national peace. 

The president having dealt with 
these objects gave a summary of the 
year’s work. He then called on W, W. 
Yeeton, Hardisty, who addressed the 
meeting at some length. 

It was pointed out that in the three 
years of the existence of the Chinese 
National League, China has had no 
leas than three distinct changes of 
government, first from monarchy to 
republic, next from republic to mon- 
earchy, and now back again to republic, 

At 3:30 tea was served. Resuming 
after tea F. T. Chong, Calgary, who 
represents the Chinese Y. M.C. A., ad- 
dressed an open air meeting explain- 
ing the work of the branch and urging 
on the meeting the necessity of estab- 
lishing a’ branch in EHdmonton. 

Banquet in Evening 

In the evening the banquet com- 
menced. Itqvas a most successful and 
enjoyable function and afterwards the 
essembly adjourned to the lecture 
room where speeches were resumed 
and continued till an advanced hour in 
the night.

Throughout Whole Territory Crop Conditions General Satisfactory 
—Some Districts Want More Rain—Hail Damage Is Recorded 

At A Few Points—Hay Cutting 

Average Yield Will Be Light. 


Binders will begin in two weeks to 
ent the harvest of 1917 according to 
the crop reports received from the lo- 
cal district corerspondents of the Bul- 
letin. Sunny Alberta is true to name 
this year though in some localities the 
correspondents report a desire for a 
little more rain, But throughout the 
whole territory crop conditions are 
generally satisfactory, and several re- 
porte tell of rapid progress, with a few 
early sown fields of early sown grain 
showing signs of approaching matur- 
ity. 

Maying has begun, but in quite a 
few districts the hay crop will be light, 

Slight damage by hail ts reported 
from a very small fraction of the 
whole district. 

The following crop reports are from 
the Bulletin's own correspondents as 
received by mail: 

Wheat and Barley Headed 

At Fort Assiniboine, n.w. of the city 
on the Athabasca river, and vicinity 
all crops are looking fine. Wheat and 
barley are headed out. Oats, thirty 
to thirty-six inches high. Potato crop 
very promising. Hay crop somewhat 
short There has been an excess of 
sunshine, bul with some timely rains 
and cooler weather there should be 
the heaviest crop ever harvested here. 

At High Prairie crops of all kinds 
are making very rapid progress and 
are not suffering from lack of rain, 
though after the intense heat of the 
past week a shower would be welcome. 
Visitors and others who have trav- 
elled recently report crops farther ad- 
vanced here than in most other parts 
of the province, 

At Donnelly, to the north west of the 
city, harvest will commence in a cou- 
ple of weeks in the settlement. Bar- 
ley is ripening very fast, and it looks 
like a heavy crop, 


Looking Fine. 

At Sangudo, to the west the 
city, crops are lwoking fine. Some 
wheat and barley are beginning to 
head and oats are coming along fine. 
Previous to this year, it is said that 
bail did not injure crops in this local- 
ity, but some farmers report damage 
this year. One farmer said he has 
raised seven crops here and this ts the 
first hall he has had. Hay was never 
better here and cattle are sleek, There 
will be a number of fine Alberta 
beeves ready for market this fall at 
Sangudo, The weather is ideal for 
the growing grati, which has begun to 
wave and it looks as though the crop 
will be ahead of last year, The potato 
crop is first class, 

At Gainford, to the north west of 
the clty, haying is in full swing. There 
is about an average crop this year. 
Grain, potatoes and garden crops are 
doing very well and look fine, 

At Woodbend, to the south west 
of the city, the crops are leoking good, 
but the farmers are all anxious for 
rain, Haymaking has begun, 

At Conjuring Creek, to the south 
west of the city, there has been the 
very best of weather “or the crops 
The earliest sown wheat is out in head 
and the earliest oats are heading,

At Flbridge, to the N.E. of city

At Myrtle Creek, to the N.E. of the 
elty, great damage has been done to 
the crops by prolonged drought. All 
vrain with few exceptions, is heading 
cut short, Up to this time potatoes 
have done fairly well but some flelds 
re already wilting. Sinee March the 
precipitation has been far below the 
normal 

At New Norway, to the S.E. of the 
city, crop prospects’ are very good 
Grain is mostly all headed out and 
doing fine. This district had a gond 
rain on July Lith, which helped 
things « lot. Gardens generally look 
good, Weather is very warm but the 
crops could do with a good rain, Hay- 
ing will commence soon 

Rain Needed, 

At Innisfree, to the east of the city, 
rain is badly needed, This district 
has had no general rain all spring, 
nothing but local showers, Wheat is 
heading, but will not be all out In 
head fur tome time. Oats and barley 
doing fairly well caqnsidering the dry

ation of $3,675.61. é 


With the Tclephones. 


Superintendent Lowry states that 
there was a gain of 74 telephones and 
49 subscribers during the month. The 
net gain tn telephones for June against 
June of last year is 746, and the gain 
in subscribers 680. 

The six months of the present year 
have shown a total surplus in this de- 
partment of $12,648.70, against a total 
for the six months of last year of 
$5,545.29, a most noticeable increase. 
Superinvendent Lowry says that the 
success of the department for 1917 Is 
practically assured, There are now 
8,833 phones in use and 7,163 lines. 


With the Strect Cars. 

For June, 810,381 passengers were 
carried on the street raliway, and dur- 
ing June of last year 825,204, What 
is particularly noticeable about the 
working of the street railway ia that 
there is aparently so little change 
from the conditions which prevailed 
last yera. Total receipts were $39,- 
508.68, against $39,894.18 in the cor- 
responding month of last year.

Thirty-six calls were received by 
the fire department during June.

Operation of the department cost

However, it is 
to be noticed that anti-Conscription 
meetings have gone out of fashion tn 
Edmonton and district. and with the 
Passing of the Conscription bill, an- 
other of our resolutions will have 
come to a head,”

TODAY'S INQUIRIES 


What is a good way to cook ribs 
of beef? 

Simmer until tender short ribs of 
beef which have been well broken. 
When nearly done, add one medium- 
sized onion, minced and fried until 
brown, One can tomatoes, one small 
can pimentos, one clove garlic minced, 
one cup minced celery, ofe teaspoon 
Spanish pepper or paprika. Season 
with salt, thicken slightly and let sim- 
imer until tender, Garnish with pars- 
ley and serve, 

Can you give directions for a tasty 
souffle? 

With two tablespoonfuls of butter, 
melted, blend carefully three table- 
spoonfuls of flour and gradually add 
half a cupful of scalded milk. Then 
edd half a teaspoonful of salt, a pinch 
of cayénne and a quarter of a cupful 
of grated cheese, When smooth re- 
move from the fire and add the well- 
beaten yolks of two eggs. Cool the 
mixture, then fold in the stiffly beaten 
yolks of eggs. Pour into a buttered 
pudding dish and bake for twenty 
minutes in @ slow oven. Serve quick- 
ly before it yas fallen. 

Is there a recipe for rice and sul- 
tana cake? 

One pound of flour may be mixed 
with half a pound of ground rice and 
then rubbed into half a pound of but- 
ter or margarine. Add a little citron 


or orange peel cut In thin slices, half 
a pound of finely granulated sugar, 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
two well-beaten eggs and a little milk, 
Mix well together and add_ eight 
ounces of sultanas, Bake for about 
an hour und a half, 

Who shold give the bachelor dinner 
before the wedaing, the bridegroom or 
the ushers?

Another method is to 
first press it, then raise the nap by 
rubbing gently’ with a piece of fine 
emery paper. This is perhaps more 
lusting than the first method, although 
neither is permanent, for after the 
nap of cloth has begun to wear oft the 
treatrnent must be renewed quite fre- 


quently.

Efficien- 
cy is the first requirement to the 
successful direction of the nation- 
al war effort. And efficiency from 
the present Government it is use- 
less to expect. 


Under the United States selec- 
tive draft bill every military dis- 
trict is required to furnish a stat- 
ed quota of men, As the Cana- 
dian bill is defended on the merits 
of the United States bill it should 
contain a similar provision. 


French airplanes have been 
showering bombs on German 
towns ‘‘in reprisal for the bomb- 
ing of French towns by German 
airmen.’?

The fair is also a market. The 
extent to which the Edmonton fair 
has developed along this line may 
not be fully understood by casual 
visitors. It is estimated that this 
year fully forty thousand dollars’ 
worth of live stock changed hands 
at the exhibiton grounds. Most 
of this was pure bred or well bred 
stock, brought to the show by 
breeders and there sold to farmers 
for breeding purposes. The sales 
show that a good many farmers 
are putting the unusual returns 
from their grain crops into stock, 
and thus preparing for engaging 
more extensively in mixed farm- 
ing, an altogether desirable devel- 
opment, alike from the stand-point 
of the farmer and of the province. 
A large proportion of the stock 
was also shipped into the north- 
land, where the settlers are mak- 
ing extensive use of the loaning 
powers granted them under the 
‘teow Dbill’’ and the co-operative 
credit bill, to stock their holdings, 
and thus turn the waste pasture 
and wild hay into useful eommodi- 
ties—and cash. Altogether this 
is a feature of the fair in which 
everyone who is concerned about 
the development of our agricul- 
tural possibilities must take sat- 
isfaction. It will be hoped that 
the exhibiton may become more 
and more recognized as a place 
where breeder and farmer meet, 
and thus an agency is promoting 
the growth of the stock-raising 
branch of the farming business.

Even the grain buyers are com- 
plaining about feeling the ‘‘ pinch’’ 
of the high cost of living. At 
that the grain buyers are lucky. 
If it is a ‘‘pinch’”’ for them it is a 
regular squeeze for the rest of us, 


Either sewage should be kept 
out of the bathing pool or the chil- 
dren should be kept out of it. 
And unless it is a dead certainty 
that the sewage can he, and will 
be, kept out of it, the safe course 
is to keep the children out, 


The Food Controller wants us 
to eat more fish and less flesh. 
Like his previous admonitions, this 
is most excellent advice. But, 
also like them, it is presently im- 
practicable. Most people cannot 
afford to eat their share of either. 


Food control should not only 
prevent waste of food, and secure 
economy of the kinds of food that 
are most scarce; it should also 
secure to everyone a fair chance 
for his share of what is available 
of each kind of food. This it can 
only do if prices are controlled 
down to their proper level. 


The Medical Health Officer 
notes an inclination on the part of 
parents to say nothing about it 
when their children have the 
mumps. Perhaps they are afraid 
the children would be taken to 
that isolation hospital. From 
what the visiting committee of the 
Hospital Board say about the in- 
stitution that would excuse a good 
deal of secrecy. 


The outrageous prices now de- 
manded for many standard kinds 
of food do undoubtedly lessen the 
ocnsumption of them. But they 
do this at the expense of the many, 
and without affecting the few. 
All the economy is imposed ,upon 
the poor—that is, upon those who 
most need an abundant supply of 
such food to keep them in condi- 
tion for the hard work they have 
to do. If food has to be saved, 
everyone should do his ‘‘bit’’ to- 
ward saving it. In other words, 
everyone should be given a fair 
chance to get his share of the 
amount available. Present prices 
make it impossible for a person in 
ordinary circumstances to get his 
share of many kinds. 


Without neglecting the peren- 
nial duty to ‘‘swat the fly,’’ it 
would be good business on the part 
of the city authorities, or the Pro- 
Vincial Department of Agriculture, 
to start a campaign just now to 
‘spud the thistle.’’ This vege- 
table Hun is not a native of the 
West. But he is an intruder, and 
he is intruding at a rate that ought 
to be alarming. The vacant land 
in the Hudson’s Bay Reserve has 
already a fair crop of as luxuriant 
specimens as can be found any- 
where, and there are probably as 
many scattered elsewhere about 
the city as there are in the reserve. 
Edmonton, in fact, is in a fair way 
just now to seed down the whole 
surrounding country to thistles, 
and to thus impose one of the most 
persistent curses imaginable upon 
this and succeeding generations of 
farmers, It is not the sow thistle, 
so deservedly hated in Manitoba— 
though that is also here—but the 
genuine, old-fashioned, Eastern 
Canada thistle. Something ought 
to be done about this, and done 
now, before the seeds ripen and 
are scatiered by the winds,

In 1891 Joe Kelly. who later became one of the most famous 
players in basebal!, made his first appearance in fast company ag 
a member of the Boston club. He was procured from the Lowell, 
club of the New England league, which disbanded on July 24, 1891, 
Among other noted players then on the Lowell team were Charley 
("Duke") Farrell and Dick Conway, The season of 1892 was sige 
nalized in Boston by the acquisition of Hugh Duffy and Thomas 
McCafthy, who was one of the best players who ever wore a unl- 
form. Duffy @s8 a born rebel. He jumped the Chicago Nationals 
to fain the Players’ League team of that city in 1899, and he Jumped 
again in 1891, this time to the Boston American Association team, 
Ten years later, in 1901, Duffy jumped for the third time in his 


eareer, deserting the Boston National League club to cast his lot 
with the Milwaukee team on the American league. MeCarthy was
